dollars still well with the countdown third stage tanks now pressurized as the automatic sequence continues 
one minute 15 seconds and counting although alan bean has just brought the entry batteries on the main 
power source in the spacecraft we've conserved those batteries up to this time we're coming up on 60 
seconds mark t minus 60 seconds and counting t minus 60. alan bean running up the volume on his vhs 50 
seconds and counting 50 we've now gone internal power with the launch vehicle we're on the internal 
batteries in the three stages of the saturn v g minus 40 seconds and counting the spacecraft commander 
now performing his final function pressing a button to align the guidance and control system of the spacecraft 
coming up on 30. mark t minus 30 seconds and counting t minus 30. 25 seconds and counting we're still 
proceeding t-minus 20 17 seconds swing arm back we have guidance internal ten nine eight ignition 
sequence start six five four three two one zero all engines running commit liftoff we have liftoff 11 22 a.m 
eastern standard time [Music] altitude at one half mile roll complete roger pete

40 seconds altitude a mile and a half now velocity 1592 feet per second oh you've got your gdc okay we just 
lost the platform gang i don't know what happened here we had everything in the world dropped out roger 
[Music] out apollo 12 houston try sce to auxiliary over nc auxiliary s-c-e s-c-e to auxiliary e-comm reports the 
readings back mark 1 charlie what charlie flight director jerry griffin taking a staging status now power 12 
down ran range 17 miles altitude 20 miles away 12 houston try to reset your fuel cells out [Music] inboard 
engine out on schedule they are having some problem aboard the spacecraft you heard

spacecraft you heard conrad report he said i don't know what happened gang but a lot of things dropped out 
here they were having some trouble with their platform and also with their fuel cells and the flight director and 
his support crews in houston are passing up instructions for them to try alternate approaches good staging 
and good thrust on the second stage here i don't know what happened uh i'm not sure you get hit by lightning 
he said he's not sure they didn't get hit by lightning right peach your fuel cells look good down here going 
through those clouds with um rain clouds launch escape tower has been jettisoned on downrange 122 miles 
altitude 61 miles velocity 10 000 feet per second [Music] [Applause] [Music] back on the line and we'll just 
square up the platform when we get into it roger pete that sounds good hey that's one of the better believe 


me [Laughter] we've had a couple of cardiac arrests down here too there wasn't any time for that up here 
we've got a good uh clock running here and uh correct me i'm gonna give you a mark at four plus thirty i've 
lost my event timer [Music]

[Music] [Applause] okay we're thinking the trajectory is right down the lines on the clock board altitude is 85 
miles now we won't be sending you an s4b to coi call okay i understand and uh can you give us some good 
words like uh let's uh uh get the disc i mean the imu calm down is rolling all over the place okay pete and if 
you do a mode four it'll be on the back up yeah i got a good uh okay good show i got a little uh vibration of 
some kind uh she's checking along here minding her own business though okay velocity is 13 500 feet per 
second now altitude 92 miles power 12 down range 345 miles roger 12. the level sense arm initiates the

the s4b now has the capability to put the apollo 12 spacecraft into our stage [Applause] follow 12 houston 
you're right smack dab on the trajectory your iu is doing a beautiful job okay we're all chuckling up here over 
the lights we all said there were so many on we couldn't read them downrange 557 miles now 12 houston uh 
give us omni delta roger drive [Applause] altitude 100 miles velocity 18 417 feet per second 12 houston uh 
we can start getting that platform squared away go to power stand by and then back to on we'll get caged up 
uh we'll wait till we get through staging here i think houston okay as soon as you can reach it that's the way 
to go all [Applause] okay you want the Imp to turn off the 
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okay you want the Imp to turn off the gnn power and then bring it back on and you want me to use my imuk 
switch is that right stand by on that pete the second stage engine shutdown is predicted for nine minutes 11 
seconds we're at nine minutes now [Applause] roger peach your thrust looks good okay give us more words 
on the imu now [Applause] velocity is 23 000 feet per second downrange 967 miles altitude 102 miles stand 
by a minute pete we're still talking okay [Applause] good trajectory good thrust [Applause] [Music] 12 could 
get into orbit now using the service propulsion system [Applause] they are still encountering some difficulties 
in this flight we're going to stay with them and carry all the transmissions that we can when they get into orbit 
we'll back up and try to explain what's happened as well as we can

one one plus three five one one plus 3-5 roger roger [Applause] [Music] shut down one plus three three
